Coeunent: I'm Robert Schenter, I'm with the National Association of Cancer Patients Your going
to hear about this. We're going to keep hammering at this issue. It is relevant to the shut down of this
reactor all of the strong feelings and the objective presentation are very relevant to the accelerated
shutdown of this reactor cuz if that occurs then we will not have available these very important medical
isotopes. So we're going to keep repeating a number of us, because it's an extremely important issue. I
have 4 transparencies I'd like to review that remind you, you need to think about this. The State of
Oregon needs to think about this. About shortages, what's going to be available. So in my 5 minutes I
would like to cover 4 transparencies related to the issue. I've prepared a fact sheet, you've heard it
before, you'll hear it again. You'll hear it over and over until it sinks in. 1500 adults in the US die from
Cancer every day. That's a very important issue. Think about that, 1500 every day. How does that relate
to the question of the whole operating period ofthe reactor we had a minor incident. Think about that.
Something that's really very important to me. Every hour a child gets cancer. Now there has been
excellent developments in the treatments of children's cancer but we're a long way from that. What's a
more important issue than the treatment of children, better treatment of children's cancer. There is great
hope, and my last viewgraph will show this, there has been remarkable developments with medical
isotopes in the treatment of children's cancer. You tell me a more important issue than the treatment of
children's cancer with medical isotopes. On this fact sheet, which is available. Read that about children's
cancer 11 of 13 children in Ohio State University study remained cancer free and average of 4 years after
a treatment with a technique called interactive high dose therapy. They use an isotope called iodine 125
which is used for prostate cancer treatment. There have been shortages of iodine 125. 10 of the surviving
children were treated during advanced stages of the diseases. Most of the children in the study would
likely have died if we hadn't have used this treatment that was done in OHIO, that's not a statement
from the people from Hanford. Think about a more important issue. Than medical isotopes for the
treatment of children the avoidances and finally with the above, we can expect major shortages when we
have FDA approval ofthese medical isotopes

I want to wear two bats here, one the American Nuclear Society
Eastern Washington section and the National Association of Cancer Patients. I want to touch on two
items. This is my 3'" hearing and I'd certainly like to thank the facilitator and the DOE person, Mr.
Farabee, for the very professional way you've handled this. Thank you very much in the fairness of these
hearings. I think they're very important. I have two viewgraphs I want to relate to. Last night I was in
Portland and I wore my National Association of Cancer bat and I talked about children's cancer. We
touched upon this. I want to repeat it, it's too important not to repeat the issue. This is related, this is an
ad that's related to the concept and talks about what was brought up before about, the small print relates
to the use of medical isotopes as a treatment of children's cancer. Every hour a child in the United States
gets cancer. There's been a lot of developments in chemotherapy and treatments, but an important
fraction ofthese children die without the prospect of these better treatments. Below there in the,
unfortunately you can't read the fine print, but it relates to the use ofwhat are called alpha emitters that
are just about being used for clinical trials in Memorial Sloan Kettering in New York City with Dr. David
Scldenburg. As was stated the number and the availability of these alpha emitters is very small and only
was being able to be used for a small number of patients. We need to avoid shortages. The issue is
related to shortages of these as we get FDA approval for these developments. I'll put on my ANS bat
now, another very important area is the area of plutonium 238. This was mentioned by Carl Mansperger.
This was from the NASA, talking about new demands for US national security community have to cut
into the supply of Pu238 available to be used for upcoming space science missions. I'd like to ask to put
this in the record that there be quantitative calculations to determine can the department really supply
these future needs. The answer if you read through this is related to mainly obtaining this very important
material from Russian reactors. We have to think about how well can the Department of Energy make
sure that we get these, this very important national security material from a Russian's reactors. The
concept of getting it from the existing domestic reactors at Oak Ridge, Tennessee and in Idaho, there
needs to be quantitative calculations to determine how realistic it is to be able to keep up with those
supplies. So that I'd like to put that in the record to request the Department of Energy to get some nuclear
scientists to do these calculations rather than political decisions.

Finally, this is the theme, this is why it makes us easy for a lot of us have been fighting this battle for
many years and want to encourage everybody on both for and against don't ever give up with your ideas.
Keep fighting for FFTF. It's well worth it. It's very easy for us to keep this up, especially the people
that are constantly being asked for information about cancer treatments. Every day new exiting
developments related to the use of medical isotopes for the treatrnent. Thank you.

In response to years of public
protest and Congressional concern, USDOE also promised that cleanup
funds would not be used to pay for deactivation of FFTF, after USDOE
7ad used Hanford Clean-Up funds to keep FFTF on standby for several
years to produce Tritium for nuclear weapons.

We urge that the USDOE be required to request the full funds
for draining the reactor's Sodium by 2005, and for deactivating the
reactor, from the Nuclear Energy Account, rather than USDOE's current
plan to require over $10 million of Hanford cleanup funds be used to
meet these schedules. The TPA should specify that the funds must be
requested in full and come from the Nuclear Energy Account.

• The TPA language should formally incorporate the 1995
commitment that the funds saved from shutdown will be used for
Hanford Clean-Up.

Comment: Thank you for the opportunity to speak tonight I apologize for my Union brothers and
sisters some of those folks got up at 3:00 this morning to go to work and they need to go home and go to
bed and they all came in the same van, which is the reason why they le8, but some of those folks came
over and took a look at FFTF a few years ago. They couldn't believe what they saw. I hear people talk
about how deadly it is and how dirty it is, I guess they haven't seen it. You could go in there and eat off
any piece of that reactor. Safely. So it bothers me a little bit when people talk about how dirty it is. I
don't accuse Mr. Dave Johnson of having anything to do with the accelerator he was talking about I don't
suppose he's going to get a nickel out of that thing, but I'll tell you this that I know some of the
opposition to the FFPF is coming from the accelerator people because only a few years a couple of years
ago I heard a guy get up here and talk about how in Seattle how bad the FFTF was we were asking him
about it afterwards and he said well I work for *a company that wants to build an accelerator. So we don't
want any competition. Well that bothers me. When somebody puts their dollar ahead of peoples lives,
and anybody who thinks this isn't a national health issue because they know 1 person who can get an
isotope hasn't looked around very much. Some of us have taken the trouble to do a little research. And
those reactors and facilities that are only producing half ofthe stuffthey produce cannot produce the
special isotopes that the FFCF can produee. They can't put articles in and out while the reactors running,
they can't do the special tailored isotopes that FFI'F can do. And anybody that knows anything about that
reactor knows that that is to. It is a state of the art, despite it's age- there isn't anything else like it in the
world, the world ought to be up in arms in outrage by the prospect of tearing this thing down, and as far
as the little bunnies and the other critters that run around that thing they are probably the healthiest ones
in the country.

That also means that
issues that people want to send in that call for congress have to wait as well. Why demolish what we can
have that can help with the mail. Show me a plan to correct these problems: National Security is also a
very important part of this whole isotope issue. PU238 which is low radiation is used to for heat
especially for our troops that are in the Middle East right now. Russia can provide this but at a very high
cost. I certainly wouldn't want to give them anything made by Russia at this time. You may not think of
security as maybe something the United States is important, but please remember, in Washington DC, on
Sept 11, 2002, there were rockets put on the streets, missiles put on the streets which is a very odd site,
and you might want to.think about that. And I personally have been given medical isotopes and I would
personally like them to come from America the one I took came from Canada and I think since we have
this facility, and can make our own we should not be dependent on others.

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SITING AND TRANSPORTATION
The FFTF is not in an appropriate location to provide short lived radioisotopes for the
nation. It is not situated near a transportation hub and, as such, is not an appropriate site for
the production and transportationof short-lived medical radioisotopes. The transportation of
radionuclides can be a critical issue in their production, as some radioisotopes with •
extremely short half-lives, such as Fluorine-18, must be. produced at the site where they are
to be used. Many ofthe needed radionuclides have short half-lives, such as Iodine-123, with
a half-life of only 13 hours. Specific isotopes are needed for a specific patient at a specific
time; transportation, therefore, is a critical factor in the availability of medical radioisotopes.

In addition, siting a productioa facility on the west coast can be a logistical problem for
_ isotopes needed on the east toast, as commercial daytime flights from east to west are much

more readily available than west to east.

Many radioisotopes are needed in small quantities, resulting in marginal profit or even
difficulty in recovering the. cost ofproduction. Commercial suppliers do not move into such
a market.

Department of Paerg}'s Nuclear Energy Research Advisory Committee (NERAC)
Subcommittee for Isotope Research and Production Planning concluded that the FFTF would
"not•be a visble source of research radioisotopes," as "income from sals likely will not meet
expectations thereby curtailing operations and reducing the FFTF's capability to produce
research radioisotopes in a timely and cost-efficient manner." The NERAC subcommittee
recommended in their report in April of 2000 that the "FFTF not be considered as a viable
longtbrm source of research radioisotopes."

CONCLUSION
In conclusion, the FFTF is neither an appropriate site'for the production of medical or
research, radioisotopes, nor would it be a viable source of much needed radioisotopes.
Washington Physicians for Social Responsibility therefore supports the permanent
deactivation of FFTF at the Hanford Nuclear Reservation. •. -

To do a cleanup but there are many opportunities to do what's ethical and humanistic
cleanup not a cleanup that's going to cost another 2 billion dollars and not a cleanup that doesn't solve
all of these important issues. I have 3 issues to address One is the cancer patients, Two is the
professional population in Hanford and three is homeland security. Is my first overhead on? The scope
of the cancer problem?

OK It clearly indicates that this is a very important problem. Cancer kills one ofthree of us. So if you or
me are not killed than it's someone else in the room. One of your neighbors is going to be killed by
cancer. The current treatments are half effective. People that do not make it have often a very miserable
quality of life partially to their disease partially through the aggressiveness of the treatment. So we need
better treatments and I'd like to get the next overhead. I have been a cancer fighter for the last 20years.
And have been helped greatly by the professional community at Hanford. Together we have worked on
something that is called radiolabled immunigloben therapy. And it's described in some detail on this
overhead. I want to go to the last paragraph that now this RIT This new technology has become available
for all types of cancers, not for some isolated rare cancers All cancers can benefit from empty body
immunigloben from new radio isotopes and new ways of administering this and studying this in patients.
And this work will stop. This work will be significantly delayed if the people at Hanford and the FFTF
are not allowed to perfonn in this effort

Thank you, you've got a watch there... Great the radiolabled immunigloben therapy will allow doctors
for the first time to see in the patient by non-invasive technique what is happening with the cancer drug.
They can make sure the cancer drug arrives in the cancer which is obviously the purpose of the treatment
and that the cancer drug does not go to tissues that cannot stand these drugs. But in the perspective of our
ideas called the radiation sent to the normal tissues. So this type of cancer treatment can be developed
much quicker because the doctors for the first time see what they're doing. My last handout is on the role
of the professional people in Hanford they have been used by the US government for years to do their
dirty work to do nuclear warfare. Aggressive things. These people have done an excellent job. Very few
radiation accidents and certainly none in the FFTF have happened. These people have done their work
admirably. It is very cynical now to ask these same people to forgo the possibility to help cancer patients
to help physicians, scientists develop these new techniques.

I have heard very
wonderful presentations and I on very happy to be a participant of this public meeting. I have learned a
lot. And most of it is good. I want to take a step back in time and remind people present of the
Manhattan Project that has pushed the USA as a pioneer in the.world of the use of nuclear warfare.
Obviously Hanford played a major roll in the development of nuclear warfare and unfortunately this
know-how that was developed has come into the wrong hands. The proliferation of know-how in nuclear
warfare has come into the hands of Russia, Pakistan, India, China, Korea, others some, most ofthese
nation's political systems and mentalities that we do not trust. In the mean time, Hanford and the
enormous of amount of professional know-how that arrived at Hanford has learned how to work with
unusual radio isotopes in high quantities and different forms, gas, liquid, solid face, by trial and error.
And there have been errors, and there have been tough trials. Hanford has learned how to contain and
how to store and how to use radioactivity for different purposes. And now the sole emphasis on all this
know-how could be changed from warfare to humanistic use of radioactivity. At this time, when the US
claims it's the only remaining Superpower in the world it appears all to ready to start war, preemptively,
unilaterally, why don't we, as US citizens insist that we use our Superpowers for a better purpose.
Hanford and all the professionals that are now almost ready to retire all these people should be the
conscious of#he US in terms of the use of the nuclear energy.

Conanent: Hello, my name is Amber Waldref and I am here representing Heart of America
Northwest and we're a regional Hanford Public Interest group working for the safe and timely cleanup of
the Hanford site. At first I just want to congratulate the Tri-Party agencies for their efforts to put together
this change package. It's a pretty good change package, and I want to especially thank the State
Department ofEcology for listening to citizen concerns regarding the draining ofthe sodium in the
primary and secondary loops by 2005. I just have three points of concern tonight and that I want to put
on the record. And the first one is I want to reiterate that the restart of FFTF would add more - this is a
DOE document showing waste and material disposition paths - and restarting FFTF would add more
high-level waste to Hanford's leaking tanks. The decision has been made three times to shut down the
FFTF nuclear reactor and Heart of America NW strongly supports this decision. We do not need any
more new waste added to Hanford's cleanup problems. Secondly, FFTF needs to be shut down as fast as
feasible and there is no reason to drag out the completion of the reactor deactivation unti12011. And in
1995 the TPA Agreement when FFTF was going to be shut down for the Srst time, the entire transition
process would have been completed in 7 years. It would have been finished actually this year, in 2002.
So we believe that the agency should consider completing the reactor deactivation in this time frame or
faster and in fact the documents that have been discussed tonight the proposal by Fluor for shutdown
shows that the shutdown deactivation could actually be shortened by 2 years to provide a realistic
deactivation end date ofDecember 2007. So again, if we could shorten the shutdown, I think it could be
possible and we would support that. Also, we I want to add that we do not support this Fluor proposal to
take FFTF all the way down to the ground because this would cost millions of dollars. I think people
have said that tonight and it would cost Hanford cleanup millions of dollars, which brings me to my third
point, which is that US DOE formally committed to have the funds saved from shutdown of FFTF
returned to Hanford cleanup.

To some ofyou that might not mean much, cuz
it's a small little school down in a nondescript state in the south someplace I wonder ifWanda Munn is
here to hear that? But I do mention that because it is the largest program of nuclear engineering in the
nation and that experience plus a lot of experience that I've had with the American Nuclear Society and

so forth has allowed me the privilege to interact with some incredibly gifted nuclear scientist and
engineers around the world. I probably talked with people from at least a dozen foreign countries. And
when the discussion of FFTF comes up, it is unique in the sense that I have never ever met a nuclear
scientist who doesn't admire the FFI'F almost in reverence. It clearly is the class facility in the world and

to shut this down is not only a local or national but international travesty. The only issue that I have ever
heard that could be disparaging is the cost question- money. Now we've heard a lot of talk tonight I

could certainly talk about the needs at the national level and the international level for advanced reactors
for transportation to make our long-lived waste a relatively minor problem, the needs ofNASA and on

and on and on, but I think the real question is the health issue. As was very clearly stated by Claude
Oliver, who I think deserves an incredible admiration for what he's been able to do here. In some ways,
this may sound strange, but in some ways the secretary of energy may have done a, made a very
courageous decision because what he did was allow the community resource agency to come into
existence. And I firmly believe that ifthis message that we're hearing probably 9-1 tonight is in fact
reached the very highest levels of government, we can break a paradigm. There is no reason why this

facility should have to be carried by one agency, it should be carried by multiple agencies, because
multiple agencies clearly can benefit from that and we all in this room I think recognize that.

The FFTF was originally constructed as a research, development and
production facility for the next generation of electricity generators utilizing nuclear
power at a cost of $1.2 billion. As a research facility it has the vast flexibility to
generateneutrons in a wide spectrum of energies. As a production facility it has
the capacity to produce useful products in industrial quantities. It is a unique and
valuable resource to our nation and in the world.

Its mission for the design and engineering of power generators was
accomplished between 19.78 and 1993 when it operated safely and effectively. At
that time there was a perception of the overproduction of power into the future
and with the unpopularity of nuclear power plants a decision was made to
decommission the facility and decontaminate the site (D&D). An estimated total
cost for D&D is $2 billion.

Meanwhile the world's energy outlook is changing and technology has
advanced in every field. Because of its flexibility and capacity, its potential value
for other peaceful applications has increased. Although these alternative uses
have been explored.in depth, the Department of Energy has not reviewed them
in sufficient detail to recognize the value of this facility for our nation into the
future. Its demolition has been placed on "fast track" for reasons that are not
rational to most persons in the scientific, engineering and medical community. Its
destruction needs to be halted before irreversible damage occurs.

In Yakima, the nuclear medicine departments at Yakima Valley Memorial
Hospital and Providence Yakima Medical Center perform 20 to 40 procedures a
day using radiopharmaceuticals tagged with 99rnTechnicium. We study, .
noninvasively, function and disease of the brain, thyroid, lungs, heart, liver,
gallbladder, kidneys, intestine, lymphatics and skeleton. Cancer detection
comprises only about 15% of the studies that we perform with 99mTc tagged
radiopharmaceuticals. All of the 99toTc used in the United States is imported from
a single production facility in Canada. When it went down, limited supplies were
imported from Europe. We have been lucky that our supply of this valuable
radiopharmaceutical had never been interrupted for long. How long should we
trust our good fortune to luck? It seems foolhardy to depend on a single source
for such a valuable product, especially when all those sources are in foreign
countries, The FFTF has the ability and capacity to produce our nations
requirement for 99Molybdenum that is the radioactive precursor of 99mTc,



Cancer treatments have been developed, using antibodies against surface

antigens on tumor cells that are tagged with potent radioisotopes. One example

is ZevalinTM that treats non-Hodgkin's lymphoma. This approach to therapy

basically utilizes a smart molecule (a murine IgG antibody against the CD20

antigen found on the surface of B lymphocytes) that delivers the lethal beta

radiation (Yitrium-90) bullet to the lymphoma cells. The Regional Cancer Care

Center in Yakima was the only site in Washington State where Phase III clinical

trials were conducted for this important new cancer treatment.

Cancer is not just one disease. For the numerous forms of cancer multiple

strategies are needed for control. Designer antibodies are being developed that.

deliver killer genes andlor killer radiation to cancer cells. AII potential strategies

should eventually be tested. This mission will extend into the future for as far as

anyone can Imagine, using designer molecules tagged with designer
radioisotopes. Future developments should focus on research with alpha emitting
radioisotopes that can be produced in neutron reactors like the FFTF. Alpha
emitters have the advantage of releasing their radiant energy over a very short
distance so that most of the radiation kills only the cancer cells, while sparing
nearby normal cells.

These two examples of local impact represent only a "scratch on the
surface" for the potential value of the FFTC to our region and to our nation.
